It is therefore recommended, though not necessarily required, that the student read through p 44 of Israel 
Regardie's, Ceremonial Magic: A guide to the Mechanisms of Ritual (Wellingborough, England: Aquarian 
Press, 1981). It is also recommended that the student have access to Liber Chanokh (The Equinox, Vol |, 
Nos VII and VIII) and Regardie's, The Golden Dawn (unfortunately editions various).

Once we have a ritual opening and closing that suits our needs, and have practiced it until we are quite 
comfortable, we naturally start looking for something to do inside our metaphysical temple. One of the 
more obvious things seems to be the Greater Ritual of the Pentagram - GRP - invoking or banishing one 
or more of the elements. But, if you are like many of us, it is not immediately obvious how to turn the 
instructions in Liber O for the GRP into a working ritual. 


The two most pressing questions seem to be how to go about working with a specific element and, 
perhaps more importantly, why we might wish to work with a specific element. 


One possible answer to the second question involves how we translate intent or desire into the language 
of magic. Constructing a sigil that encodes our desire is relatively simple, and should be familiar to 
anyone exposed to chaos magic. In the most common method, we write down what we want in a simple 
sentence, strike out the duplicate letters, and arrange the remaining letters into a single, pleasing figure. 
We then draw that figure on fine paper within a circle just big enough to comfortably contain it. 


Around this circle we draw another circle, big enough that between the two we may write the names of 
those forces or powers we wish to inform and aid our request. And choosing appropriate names is where 
we turn to our four elements. 


All this stuff around us, along with the means of manipulating this stuff and the people who manipulate it, 
may be placed in one of four somewhat arbitrary categories we know as the four elements. This is one of 
the fundamental tricks of our Western magical tradition. Agrippa does something like this in his Occult 
Philosophy, with his scale of the number four, but no source however authoritative is going to include 
everything we might want in these modern times. We must therefore develop our own sense of where 
things belong based on the qualities of the elements. 


For example, computers, phones, digital tablets, and the like might be associated with air and the east, 
because of communication, the flow of information, and so on. Carpentry | should put in fire and the 
south, as it seems somewhat aggressive, all that cutting, chiseling, and sawing. Plumbing seems an 
obvious fit in water, in the west. So does anything involving emotions, such as alcohol and bartending. 
Rocks and minerals | should put in earth, in the north, and by extension probably stone masons and 
masonry work generally. 


With some thought any material need or desire can be associated with a particular element and so it is 
with the desire expressed by our talisman. Knowing the appropriate element, we might choose to write 
the name of the archangel we associate with that element's quarter between the concentric circles of our 
talisman. For an appropriate god name we might turn to 777 and the “God-names in Assiah” (Table |, 
Column V), where we find the name ALHIM for the element of fire (Key Scale 31), AL for water (23), 
IHVH for air (11), and the god-name ADNI [HARTZ] for earth (32 bis). 


These two names, those of the appropriate archangel and god-name, inscribed between the two circles 
of our talisman should be enough for our purposes. Then, with the talisman complete and satisfied with 
our work, we destroy completely all of the sketches, scraps, notes and such, that we produced in the 
process of creating our talisman, leaving only the finished product. 


With our sigilized desire in hand, encircled with the proper elemental names of power, we may now 
address our first question: how shall we work our particular element in a ritual setting to our magical 
advantage? Liber O informs us that, for spirit, we have the portal signs, and two pentagrams, one active, 
one passive, each with an invoking and banishing form for a total of four figures. The active and passive 
forms each have their own god-name. Then for each of the four remaining elements appears a grade 
sign, a god name, and a pair of pentagrams, invoking and banishing. 


Some of this should already be familiar. The god-names of the elements are from Col V of 777, as we 

saw above. In that same column we also find that AHIH, the name associated with the active invoking 

pentagram of spirit, is found rather appropriately at Key Scale 1, the sphere of Kether. The grade signs 
many of us know quite well, since we have been giving them after Resh each day for some time. (And 

those who are not practicing Liber Resh are strongly advised to do so.) 


As an example, let's assume that all of our efforts to acquire a certain piece of communications 
equipment - an airy thing - have failed and we must therefore resort to magic. We thus create a sigil 
expressing our desire for the equipment and construct a simple talisman incorporating that sigil with the 
names RPAL, the appropriate archangel, and IHVH, the proper god-name, inscribed around it. 


For some idea how we might erect a ritual space suitable for charging our talisman we shall have a quick 
look at Crowley's Liber Chanokh (Part Il, The Equinox, Vol |, No VIII), specifically, “The Opening of the 
Temple in the Grade of 2=9” (pp 105-106): 


Quote 
[Give the Sign of Shu.] 


[Knock.] Let us adore the Lord and King of Air! 
Shaddai El Chai! Almighty and ever-living One, be Thy Name ever magnified in the Life of All. [Sign of Shu] Amen! 


[Make the Invoking Pentagram of Spirit Active in these names: AHIH AGLA EXARP.] 

[Make the Invoking Pentagram of Air in these names: IHVH ShDI AL Chl.] 

And Elohim said: “Let us make Adam in our image, after our likeness, and let them have dominion over the fowls of the air”. 
In the Names of IHVH and of ShDI AL Chl, Spirits of Air, adore your Creator! 


[With air-dagger (or another suitable weapon) make the sign of Aquarius.] In the name of RPAL and in the Sign of the Man, Spirits of 
Air, adore your Creator! 


[Make the Cross.] In the Names and Letters of the Great Eastern Quadrangle, Spirits of Air, adore your Creator! 


[Hold dagger aloft.] In the Three great Secret Names of God, ORO IBAH AOZPI that are borne upon the Banners of the East, Spirits of 
Air, adore your Creator! 


[Again elevate dagger.] In the Name of BATAIVAH, great King of the East, Spirits of Air, adore your Creator! 


In the Name of Shaddai AL Chai, | declare that the Spirits of Air have been duly invoked. 


The Knock: 333—333—333. 


Some of this seems familiar, given what we know from Liber O, and some is new. We will return to this 
opening in detail in due time. For now we may concentrate on merely using what we currently understand 
in light of what has been covered so far, along with what may be learned from 777. “Shaddai AL Chai” is 
the god-name in Assiah of Yesod (777, Table |, Col V, Key Scale 9), which in the Golden Dawn scheme of 
things is associated with the element of Air (777, Col XI, Key Scale 9). 


Using the above as a rough guide, we might do something like the following. 


Prepare a Suitable place for ritual. Set up a simple altar in the east as before, this time including your 
talisman wrapped in a piece of cloth. Having bathed and clothed appropriately, light the candles and 
kindle the incense. 


Open the temple as previously instructed: banishing, then purifying and consecrating the space with 
water and fire. 


With the opening complete, advance to the east. Give the Sign of Shu and say, “Let us adore the Lord 
and King of Air! Shaddai El Chai! Almighty and ever-living One, be Thy Name ever magnified in the Life 
of All.” 


Take up the dagger and, facing east, trace the invoking active pentagram of spirit, while vibrating AHIH, 
then inscribe a circle, clockwise, around the pentagram. Still facing east, trace the invoking pentagram of 
air, while vibrating IHVH ShDI AL Chl, then inscribe a circle clockwise around that pentagram as well. 


Say, “In the Names of IHVH and of ShDI AL Chl, Spirits of Air, adore your Creator!” 


Say, “In the name of [vibrate] RPAL and [trace the sign of Aquarius] in the Sign of the Man, Spirits of Air, 
adore your Creator!” 


Hold the dagger aloft and say, “In the Name of Shaddai AL Chai, | declare that the Spirits of Air have 
been duly invoked’. 


Replace the dagger. Hold your hands above the talisman in its cloth and say, “May this innocent creature 
be free of all evil influences and wholly dedicated to the Great Work. Amen.” With your fingers, sprinkle a 


few drops of water on the wrapped talisman saying, “I purify with water”. Take up the talisman, pass it 
through the incense smoke, saying, “I consecrate with fire”. 


Then, finally removing the cloth, proceed to charge the talisman in whatever nefarious way you see fit. 


We close the temple as we have before, only this time making a slight alteration in our license to depart. 
Instead of the previous wording, we might face east, take up our dagger, and say something like: 


Quote 


“Depart in peace unto your abodes and habitations in the names [trace the banishing pentagram of air while vibrating] IHVH ShDI AL 
Chl. Let there be peace between you and me, yet be always ready to come, should | have need or call”. 


After closing, we write up the operation in our journal, and then do our very best to forget all about it. 
This includes our charged talisman. My teacher and | like to hide them in books. A friend of mine used to 
bury them in flower pots. Details don't matter. What's important is forgetting. 


And as usual, the above is intended to be suggestive, not slavishly followed, and the student will no doubt 
find other uses for elemental work besides charging talismans.

The Knock: 333—333—333. 


With minor variations, this is substantially what we find in the 2=9 initiation ceremony as given in 
Regardie's, The Golden Dawn (6th edition, Vol Two, Book Two, pp 155-156). The original apparently had 
more words in the part beginning, “In the Names and Letters...”. Crowley has also added additional god- 
names to the pentagram of spirit, and omitted the circles the Hierophant seems to have drawn around the 
pentagrams. 


Whether to include this last gesture is a matter of what seems best in a particular situation. In the Golden 
Dawn's 2=9 ritual, the Zelator was admitted to the temple and ritually exposed to the elemental forces 
previously invoked in the opening. It was thus desirable to draw a limiting circle around the pentagrams 
so that the element would remain where it was invoked until the admission of the candidate. We did much 
the same in our invocation and consecration of a simple talisman, invoking spirit and air, then exposing 
our talisman to those forces. We consequently encircled our pentagrams for the same reasons. 


The additional god-names are somewhat curious. Crowley has here included the name for both the active 
and passive forms, for reasons not at all clear. Corruption is always a possibility. In any case, | chose to 
use only the active name, AHIH, in our invocation, as Liber O would seem to suggest. The third name 
Crowley adds to the spirit pentagram, EXARP, is the top line of the “Tablet of Union”, from the Enochian 
system, associated with air, spirit, and the entire eastern Watchtower. 


“In the Names and Letters of the Great Eastern Quadrangle, ...”, also refers to the Watchtower of the 
east. In Dee's system, the earth is symbolically represented by the Great Table. Each quadrant - or 
“Quadrangle” - of this table is a relatively independent structure representing one of the four watchtowers 
that stand at the four quarters of the world. The quadrant we associate with air is in the upper-left corner 
of the Great Table. 


The “Three great Secret Names of God” and the “great King of the East”, are drawn from this upper-left 
quadrant (exactly how must be left for another time). Dee's system imagines twelve banners surrounding 
the Great Table of earth, each banner bearing a “great Secret” name of god, three in each quarter. The 
“great King” is, among other things, one of the four “living things” around the throne of the Most High 
(Revelation 4, 6b-8). 


Some students seem to feel there is a great practical and conceptual chasm between the simple ritual 
work with which they are familiar and the arcane and potentially perilous world of Enochian magic. This 
chasm is not so wide as some suspect. 


When we perform the Lesser Ritual of the Pentagram, we work within a spacial-elemental framework 
identical to the Golden Dawn's conception of the Watchtowers. The Watchtower of the east is sitting out 
there, in front of us, when we finish the LRP, whether we acknowledge it or not. Conceptually, we can 
think of the names, letters, gestures, and so on, that we use to invoke a particular element as activating 
portions of that watchtower. The more we include in an invocation, the ‘heavier’, ‘thicker’, more 
substantial the elemental forces of that quarter become. 


We can see this in the layer upon layer added by the Golden Dawn and Crowley in their 2=9 openings. A 
sign, pentagrams, an archangel, a zodiacal cherub, god-names, three or four layers of elemental 
Enochian, and a battery of knocks (totalling 9, for Yesod) are combined to considerable effect. This is 
probably desirable in an initiatory temple context. However, as we have seen we may often make do with 
less. In our elemental invocation, | stripped out all of the obvious Enochian, the battery of knocks, and the 
biblical material. Depending on what seemed best, | might have included some of these features, all of 
them, or added yet more to them. It depends only upon taste and need. 


As we look at the remaining elemental openings, we will see a pattern developing. Consider “The 
Opening of the Temple in the Grade of 3=8” (The Equinox, |, VIII, pp 108-109): 


Quote 


Give the Sign of Auramoth. 

[Knock.] Let us adore the Lord and King of Water! 

Elohim Tzabaoth! Elohim of Hosts! 

Glory be to the Ruach Elohim which moved upon the Face of the Waters of Creation! 

AMEN! 

[Make the Invoking Pentagram of Spirit Passive and pronounce these names: AHIH AGLA HCOMA.] 
[Make the Invoking Pentagram of Water and pronounce: AL ALHIM TzBAVTh.] 


And Elohim said: Let us make Adam in Our image; and let them have dominion over the Fish of the Sea! In the Name of AL, Strong 
and Powerful, and in the name of ALHIM TZBAVTh, Spirits of Water, adore your Creator! 


[Make Sigil of Eagle with cup.] In the name of GBRIAL and in the sign of the Eagle, Spirits of Water, adore your Creator!

[Elevate cup.] In the three great Secret Names of God MPH ARSL GAIOL that are borne upon the Banners of the West, Spirits of 
Water, adore your Creator! 


[Elevate cup.] In the Name of RAAGIOSEL, great King of the West, Spirits of Water, adore your Creator! 
In the name of Elohim Tzabaoth, | declare that the Spirits of Water have been duly invoked 


The Knock: 1—333—1—333 


The overall structure of the 3=8 is essentially the same as the 2=9. It begins with the grade sign, then an 
adoration followed by the appropriate pentagrams. Again, Crowley includes the god-names for active and 
passive forms, and an Enochian name from the “Tablet of Union”, this time the second line, associated 
with water and spirit. There follows some biblical material, Gabriel (the archangel of the west), the sign of 
the Eagle (or Scorpio, the cherubic zodiacal sign of water), and the same hierarchy of elemental 
Enochian names, this time drawn from the upper right quadrant of the Great Table. The final battery, 
totalling 8 knocks, refers to the sepherah Hod, as does the god-name ALHIM TZBAVTh (777, Table I, Col 
V, Key Scale 8). The name AL, of course, is associated with the element of water (Col V, Key Scale 23). 


Based upon these structural similarities, we may combine the information in 777 and Liber O intoa 
Golden-Dawn style watchtower ritual that is Enochian in flavor, but not quite Enochian. 


For example, set up a ritual space as before, with the altar in the east and so on. Since you will be giving 
grade signs, insure there is somewhere to temporarily place your weapon in every quarter. 


Banish and open the temple, purifying and consecrating as before. Advance to the east, take up the 
weapon, turn right, and move clockwise around your circle until reaching the north. Facing that quarter, 
give the Sign of Set fighting and say, “Let us adore the Lord and King of Earth!” 


Take up the weapon and trace the invoking pentagram of earth while vibrating ADNI. Raise the weapon 
and say, “In the Divine and Holy Names Adonai Ha-Aretz and Adonai Malekh, Spirits of Earth, adore your 
Creator!” 


Say, “In the name of [vibrate] Uriel and [trace the sign of Taurus] in the Sign of the Bull, Spirits of Earth, 
adore your Creator!” 


Raise the weapon a final time and say, “And in the Names and Letters of the great Watchtower of the 
north, Spirits of Earth, come forth and aid me in the accomplishment of my Will!” 


Turn right, go clockwise around the circle to the east, and face that direction. Give the Sign of Shu and 
say, “Let us adore the Lord and King of Air!” 


Take up the weapon and trace the invoking pentagram of air while vibrating IHVH. Raise the weapon and 
say, “In the Divine and Holy Names Yahweh Tetragrammaton and Shadai al Chai, Spirits of Air, adore 
your Creator!” 


Say, “In the name of [vibrate] Raphael and [trace the sign of Aquarius] in the Sign of the Man, Spirits of 
Air, adore your Creator!” 


Hold the weapon aloft and say, “And in the Names and Letters of the great Watchtower of the East, 
Spirits of Air, come forth and aid me in the accomplishment of my Will!” 


Turn and move clockwise around the circle until reaching the west. Halt, face that direction, give the Sign 
of Auramoth and say, “Let us adore the Lord and King of Water!” 


Take up the weapon and trace the invoking pentagram of water while vibrating AL. Raise the weapon and 
say, “In the Divine and Holy Names Al and Elohim Tzabaoth, Spirits of Water, adore your Creator!” 


Say, “In the name of [vibrate] Gabriel and [trace the sign of Scorpio] in the Sign of the Eagle, Spirits of 
Water, adore your Creator!” 


Raise the weapon once more and say, “And in the Names and Letters of the great Watchtower of the 
West, Spirits of Water, come forth and aid me in the accomplishment of my Will!” 


Turn to the right and go clockwise around the circle until reaching the south. Halt, face that quarter, give 
the Sign of Thoum Aesh Neith and say, “Let us adore the Lord and King of Fire!” 


Take up the weapon and trace the invoking pentagram of fire while vibrating ALHIM. Hold the weapon 
aloft and say, “In the Divine and Holy Names Elohim and Yahweh Tzabaoth, Spirits of Fire, adore your 
Creator!” 


Say, “In the name of [vibrate] Michael and [trace the sign of Leo] in the Sign of the Lion, Spirits of Fire, 
adore your Creator!” 


Raise the weapon a final time and say, “And in the Names and Letters of the great Watchtower of the 
South, Spirits of Fire, come forth and aid me in the accomplishment of my Will!” 


Turn right and go clockwise around the circle until reaching the east once more. Briefly face that quarter, 
lay down the weapon, and then return to the center of the circle. Say while giving the Portal Signs, “The 
Sign of the Rending of the Veil. The sign of the Closing of the Veil.” 

Retrieve the weapon and, facing east in the center of the circle trace the active invoking pentagram of 
spirit while vibrating AHIH, then the invoking passive pentagram of spirit while vibrating AGLA. Put down 
the weapon and returning to the center say, “In the Divine and Holy Names Ehyeh, AGLA, and Yahweh 
Eloah Va-Daath, spirits of the Tablet of Union, ye, ye | invoke! 

“The Sign of Osiris Slain! [Give sign.] 

“The Sign of the Mourning of Isis! [Give sign.] 

“The Sign of Apophis and Typhon! [Give sign.] 

“The Sign of Osiris Risen! [Give sign.] 

“L [Give Sign of Osiris Slain], 

‘V/ [Give Sign of Apophis], 

“X [Give Sign of Osiris Risen], 

“LUX! The Light of the True Cross!” 

When ready to close, go to the east, turn left, and move counter-clockwise around the circle. After making 
two full circumambulations of the temple, complete the third and final circuit spiraling into the center and, 
facing east again, give the Sign of Silence. Then proceed with the license to depart and banishing as 
before. Given the balance of the four elements, with spirit on top, there is no immediate need to banish 


what has been invoked. 


Such a space might be suitable for developmental exercises, or reading, or study, or just for practice. It 
might be used as a platform for planetary work. It might even be used in a sort of defensive fashion, when 


the protective properties of the Lesser Ritual of the Pentagram seem insufficient. A ritual like the above 
might be used to achieve a degree of balance after, or even before, exploring a specific element or sub- 
element. 


The invocations of the elements used here are somewhat simpler than the invocation in our consecration 
ceremony. It is probably best at this point to sacrifice complexity for ease of memorization. Trying to 
balance a book in one hand and a dagger in the other can be very discouraging. In the above ritual, one 
only needs to remember the pentagrams, the cherubic zodiacal signs, the god-name associated with 
each element, and the god-names in Assiah of Malkuth, Yesod, Hod, Netzach, and Tiphareth. The 
archangels we already know and the rest is just the repetitive mechanics of invoking the elements as we 
move around the circle.

Convention. For these examples | have adopted the convention of clockwise to invoke and counter- 
clockwise to banish. Since we have to move around the room anyway, | have chosen to harness this 
movement to our advantage. The performer circles the room clockwise exactly three times while invoking 
the elements. So, to close, we reverse this movement, circling the room three times counter-clockwise.

Invocation of Saint Michael. Wednesday August 14th, 2019: 

Traveling in France and considering the next direction of my magic, | happened upon the statue of St. 
Michael and the Dragon in the museum D'’orsay, followed by another rendition at St. Michel Place, Paris. 
Following this, | spent some time researching the archangel Michael on the internet, 777, and other 
sources as they came. For roughly two weeks | have thought about Michael with sparse research. Some 
around the web, 777, and other sources. After these two weeks, with abnormally little privacy, a few hours 
suddenly opened and | was pleased to realize it is Wednesday, the planetary day of the sephira Hod of 
which Michael is the archangel. An invocation follows: 


Temple and altars: Standing in a hotel room, to the east is a table, to the south is a chair with a red lighter, 
to the west is another table with a cup of salted water, to the north is my bed with a coffee cup full of salt. 


Preliminary work: LBRP, Bornless, purification and consecration as per Satyr's direction from these 
threads, Regardie's Opening by Watchtower, reciting of the Seven Penitential Psalms. 


| grasp the lighter, lighting it at times. Turning south, invoking fire pentagram drawn and the names of the 


southern Watchtower OIP TEAA PEDOCE are vibrated again. Then ALHIM TZBAOT, the godname of 
Hod is vibrated. Then the name MIKAL is vibrated and visualized in hebrew. | call upon Michael by this 
hierarchy, and scrawl a rendition of the St. Michel statue, followed by a scrawled sigil, hebrew MIKAL 
INI'N On the border and Quis Deus in the center, latin for "Who is like God", the translation of MIKAL 
from hebrew. | gaze at the drawing and sigil, and chant "MIKAL QUIS DEUS". | pause to give orations to 
him. | stand and assume the posture of the St. Michel statue, like a godform. Right hand wields his sword, 
left points up to God. My foot stands over the slain dragon. Eventually, | sit before my notebook on the 
southern altar (chair), and begin writing. 


| ask multiple questions, | won't include them all for different reasons. Following is my primary question 
and related points. This is all done on pen and paper, no scrying device, and | can't see for shit. 


How can | conquer fear? 

You must overcome the face of judgment. 
How do | know who you are? 

You will receive a sign. 


These are the most pertinent communications. | asked him about Lucifer, he gave me some answers | 
won't share, but eventually told me to stop asking. | also asked him about communication, he 
recommended training sight. | asked him about an illness | have, which | called Raphael for help a a few 
months ago. Michael's answer was that it is already being handled, on inquiry he confirmed that it's 
Raphael. Eventually | asked if | could go, he said yes. LBRP, LBRH, close temple. 


Analysis: his answer "overcome the face of judgment" is my direction. | asked about fear because a 
homeopath | visited helped me understand fear at the source of many of my problems. The mention of 
judgement immediately reminded me of the XXth tarot trump Judgment. Research shows a few things. 


First, the card features an angel blowing the trumpet of revelation. My first instinct is that it's Gabriel, but 
research was less clear on which angel this is.

So far, | have tried to (mostly) set the Enochian aside and work with the Hebrew found in 777 and the 
elemental grade openings of the Golden Dawn. | feel that anyone can build a perfectly functional temple 
structure without explicitly using Enochian, or a lot of Enochian. For many, this will be enough and, 
despite my own preferences, | do not necessarily encourage anyone to pursue Enochian further unless it 
is their will to do so. It is a personal decision and | respect that choice. 


When | move on to the watchtowers proper, | will start to vere away from the Golden Dawn's conception.

Looking at Liber O, it is not immediately obvious how we might ritually invoke a specific path on the “Tree 
of Life”. The elemental grade rituals of the Golden Dawn are of little help, either. This is actually 
somewhat surprising, since each grade is explicitly tied to those paths descending upon that grade's 
associated sephirah. Each opening invokes the element that the Golden Dawn associated with that 
grade's sphere, but not the paths. 


Some paths are seemingly obvious, such as those associated with the signs of the zodiac. Liber O says: 
Quote 


“For the Zodiac use the hexagram of the planet which rules the sign you require (777, Table |, Col CXXXVIII); but draw the astrological 
sigil of the sign, instead of that of the planet.” 


We might therefore invoke a zodiacal sign, while knowing its place on the Tree, but without needing or 
explicitly using that information. 


Other paths seem to present a greater challenge. Consider the 23"d path, that of the Hebrew letter n, 
mem, connecting the 5' and gth spheres, Geburah and Hod. On some level, the water we associate with 
this path must be the same elemental water we normally associate with the west and the western 
watchtower. But, in practice, we need to make some sort of distinction between invoking a path and 
invoking an element, even when the two are nominally the same. 


One method is to designate the two spheres or sephiroth connected by the path of interest before 
invoking the path itself. To accomplish this, we turn once again to Col V of 777, the “God-Names in 
Assiah”. Using path 23 as an example, we look up the god-names for the appropriate sephiroth and find 
them to be ALHIM GBVR and ALHIM TZBAVTH, for Geburah and Hod, respectively. 


The most obvious way to designate a sephirah might be to use a hexagram, but we require a hexagram 
that corresponds to the sephirah, and not the planet associated with that sephirah. A possible solution is 
to take advantage of the Golden Dawn's attribution of the elements to the spheres. 


In Col XI of 777, we find that Geburah is associated with the element of fire, and from previous posts we 
may recall that Hod is associated with water. 


So, to explore the 23"d path, we might prepare ourselves and a suitable space as before. To our altar, we 
might add the appropriate tarot card, in this case the trump usually known as, “The Hanged Man”, 
associated with the Hebrew letter mem. Open the temple as before, with as much ceremony as seems 
appropriate. 


Facing the altar, take up the weapon and trace the “Hexagram of Water” invoking Mercury while vibrating 
“Elohim Tzabaoth”. Then trace the “Hexagram of Fire” invoking Mars while vibrating “Elohim Gebur’”. 
Having designated the two ‘ends’ of the 23'd path, trace the invoking pentagram of water while vibrating 
the god-name “Al”. Repeat this pentagram and god-name three more times for a total of four. 


This should provide a suitable space in which to meditate upon the path of mem and the “Hanged Man’. If 
you have experience with astral projection, you might meditate on the tarot card itself for a while, then 
close your eyes and, holding the image in your mind's eye, use it as a doorway to “travel in the spirit 
vision” to that path. 


When finished, close the temple as before. If you think it desirable to banish the path you invoked, before 
closing simply reverse the process. Use the god-names with banishing hexagrams and the banishing 
pentagram of water. One repetition this time should be sufficient. 


We repeated our invoking pentagram of water four times because the letter mem represents the number 
4O, so four repetitions seems appropriate (forty seems excessive). The basic forms of the “Hexagram of 
Fire” and “Hexagram of Water” are found in Liber O, but in the “Lesser Ritual of the Hexagram” only the 


invoking hexagrams of Saturn are illustrated. To invoke Mars using the fire hexagram, trace the lower 
triangle first, clockwise, beginning at the lower-left point (attributed to Mars). Then trace the upper 
triangle, clockwise, beginning at the lower-right point (attributed to Venus). To invoke Mercury using the 
“Hexagram of Water”, trace the lower triangle first, clockwise, beginning at the lower-left point (attributed 
to Mercury). Then trace the upper triangle, clockwise, beginning at the upper-right point (attributed to 
Jupiter). 


To banish, trace the triangles counter-clockwise beginning at the same points and in the same order. On 
the “Hexagram of Air’, the point attributed to Mars is the upper-left point of the lower triangle, and 
Mercury is the lower-left point of the upper triangle. | shall leave working out the remaining planets of the 
three forms as an exercise for the student. The seven invoking and seven banishing forms of the 
“Hexagram of Earth” are illustrated in Liber O. In all cases, begin the first triangle at the point associated 
with the desired planet, then trace the second triangle beginning at the planet opposite. For our purposes 
here, Saturn is opposite Luna; Jupiter is opposite Mercury; and Mars is opposite Venus. For Chokmah 
and Kether, we might use the hexagram of Saturn. 


When exploring the paths associated with the planets (Key Scales 12-14, 21, 27, 30, and 32 of 777), we 
encounter a different problem. The method we used for invoking the path of mem may be easily adapted 
to invoking a planetary path by substituting the appropriate invoking hexagram and god-name for the 
invoking pentagram. The problem is that the Golden Dawn's attributions of the planets to the letters of the 
Hebrew alphabet, and consequently their attributions of the planets to the paths of the Tree, are almost 
certainly wrong. There is a table illustrating the problem at this site (http://www.psyche.com/psyche 
/yetsira/sy_planetaryattributions.html). 


How and why the Golden Dawn made this mistake is beyond the scope of this post. Their assignment of 
the Hebrew letters to the paths of the Tree seems workable. The attributions of the planets to the letters, 
however, are more likely to be as follows:

Beth, “house”: Saturn 

Gimel, possibly gamlu, “throwing stick”: Jupiter 
Dalet, “door” (or *dag, “fish”): Mars 

Kaph, “palm of the hand”: Sol 

Peh, probably “a builder's square”: Venus

Taw, possibly from Egyptian “mark”: Luna

| should have used the divine names of both Malkuth and Hod to set up the path. Instead, | used the 
invoking spirit pentagram with Rending the Portal, invoking fire, invoking earth in the south, and all 
appropriate godnames. | had already also used the divine name of Hod multiple times while invoking 
Michael. 


So | sat and imagine a light above my head connected to me by a silver cord. | felt myself as the light, 
and pushed upwards until | entered my temple. The floor is checkered (very unoriginal of my mind), and | 
entered through the pillars of the Tree of Life Boaz and Jachin. 


Taking the godform of Michael, modeled after the statue of St. Michel, | saw a stone gate bearing the 
hebrew letter Shin. Using Michael's sword, blazing, | drew an invoking fire pentagram over the door, and 
was pulled through.

I'm sorry that this reads so stream of consciousness. | have very little astral projection or visionary 
experience, nothing other than a few trips to my checkered temple. 


Overall, | noticed that | didn't "feel" the experience. It was like watching myself, even when burning and 
screaming. And yet, | had to choose actions, and see them. | didn't describe the pauses for writing, or 
when | wasn't sure of what to do. The narrative couldn't progress until | figured out an action. I'm not sure 
if any choices other than the ones | made were possible. 


As for the content. The experience is very apocalyptic. I'm not well studied in the Bible, my family wasn't 
religious, but | believe | recognize the world being consumed by flames. It fits that the tarot trump is 
named Judgement, and this was like judgement day. Yet in this case, | lit everything. | saw myself as the 
source of the lesser elemental fire. 


Upon piercing myself, | burned away everything but the light at my core that was greater and hotter than 
the elemental fire. This is Shin. Fire in two parts, lesser as the element, and greater as spirit. Everything 
that wasn't the core, being my self or ego burned away. That's an interpretation, as | very much still 
possess my ego. 


And the light washed away everything but the tree. In pinning myself to the tree, | thought of the 
crucifixion, and became like God in self sacrifice.

But to get back on topic - my method for pathworking was to get the seals of the genii from 231, and the 


Tarot cards appropriate to the path. Then XXV, and invoke using the proper verse and name from the 
book. Then I'd 'scry' the tarot card, which | held in my left hand level with my eyes, and writing with the 
right. Once the image was ‘established’ in my mind's eye, I'd just let it play out - and more often than not it 
would turn into a gate, which I'd be able to pass through. 


When that didn't happen, | would re-start and use the tarot card as the door itself - more often than not, 
split in two halves, opening outwards (I don't know why that's significant, but it feels significant).
